Low Duality Wheat Should Be Fed 


Scott C ounty farm ers having low 
quality wheat should utilize this 
crop by feeding it on the farm 
rather than selling it says Assist­ 
ant County Agent Edw ard Dicker­ 
son. 
Feeding trials conducted at the 
Missouri College 
of 
Agriculture 
indicates that low grade wheat is 
nearly as good per- pound for feed­ 
ing livestock as is wheat of high 
quality. 
Chemical analysis also 
indicates sim ilar feeding values.. 
Wheat is particularly valuable 
as a hog feet. 
Feeding trials indi­ 
cate that ground w heat is worth 
from 15 to 25% m ore than num ber 
2 com . 
When corn is selling for 
56 cents per bushel wheat is worth 
62 cents per bushel. On this basis 
of comparison barley is worth 41 
cents per bushel, rye 48 cents per 
bushel and oats 
22 
cents 
per 
bushel. 
In thinking of values of 
the various grains 
variation 
in 
w e ig h ts must be taken into 
ac­ 
count. 
W heat contains 11.3*. 
protein 
and corn contains 7.1% 
protein, 
which makes it a more desirable 
feed. 
W heat also weighs 4 pounds 
more to the bushel than does coin. 
Hogs fed on w heat m ake fully as 
good pork as hogs fed on corn, ac­ 
cording to packers.

Canning is a method of 
heat and airtight 
containers 
to 
preserve food as nearly as possi­ 
ble in the condition which 
it 
is 
served when freshly cooked. 
It is 
a desirable and economical m eth­ 
od of preserving many foods 
so 
that their use can be 
distributed 
over seasons and to places where 
they are 
not 
available 
fresh. 
Canned foods m ake 
possible 
a 
better balanced and more varied 
diet throughout the year. 
The method of canning foods af­ 
fects the vitamin content to some 
extent. 
Foods should be canned 
immediately after they are gath­ 
ered and every step of the canning 
process carried through rapidly. 
Successful canning is based on 
an understanding of the im portant 
causes for the rapid spoilage 
of 
fresh foods and on a knowledge of 
the methods by which the spoilage 
may be prevented. The two agents 
that 
cause 
food 
spoilage 
are 
enzymes and micro-organism s, in­ 
cluding 
bacteria, 
yeasts, 
and 
molds. 
All fresh fruits, vegetables, and 
m eats contain substances 
called 
enzymes. 
Up to a certain point 
these enzymes bring aboyt desir­ 
able changes in foods. They cause 
fruits and 
vegetables 
to 
ripen 
norm ally and the tissues of m eats 
to become more tender as they 
are held in storage; but if allowed 
to go on unchecked enzymes has­ 
ten the decay of foods. 
The low 
tem peratures of cold storage re ­ 
tard the action of enzymes and 
the heat of cooking or 
canning 
destroys them entirely. 
The second and more im portant 
cause of food spoilage is the ac­ 
tion of three groups of tiny 
or­ 
ganisms that are present in 
the 
air, soil, water, in fact they are 
everywhere. 
The yeasts and molds are easily 
destroyed by 
heat 
in 
canning. 
Yeasts rarely cause spoilage 
in 
canned foods, and molds never do i 


ganisms to gain entrace from the 
air. 
In killing bacteria by heat both 
the degree of tem perature and the 
length of tim e it is to be applied 
must 
be 
considered. 
W hether 
foods are acid or non acid also 
makes a difference in the rate 
at 
which they may be killed. 
When 
the foods are definitely acid, as, 
for exam ple fruits and tomatoes, 
all forms of bacteria are 
killed 
within a reasonable length of time 
< at the 
tem perature 
of 
boil ng 
water. 
With non acid foods such 
as meats and corn, peas, beans and 
practically ull vegetables except 
tomatoes, these heat resistant bac­ 
teria can be killed with speed and 
surety only at the high tem pera­ 
tures obtainable under 
pressure 
for a given length of tim e or a 
long cooking period at the boiling 
point. 
The types of bacteria vary with 
different foods also with the year, 
the locality, and the conditions of 
production. 
For exam ple some of 
the most heat-resistant forms 
of 
bacteria are in thq, soil. 
Conse­ 
quently a low-growing vegetable 
like spinach may be heavily con­ 
tam inated and the fuzzy coating on 
using! string beans 
may 
shelter 
such 
bacteria and m ake them difficult 
to remove. 
Bacteria may cause the 
ing types of spoilage 
in 
foods: 
1. Ferm entation which produces 
an acid and gas by the grow th of 
bacteria causing the food to 
be­ 
come sour or cheesy. Tin cans may 
bulge or seals on glass jars may 
be broken by the accum ulated gas. 
2. Flat sour is the result of an 
acid produced by the growth of a 
bacteria. Gas is not produeted. 
3. Putrafaction is caused by the 
growth of putrafactive bacteria. It 
may be detected by a production 
of gas. a bud odor, and the soften­ 
ing and darkening of the foods low 
in acidity, such as meats, peas, 
and corn. 
4. Botuhnus 
spoilage, 
which 
causes ptomaine poisoning 
otten 
called food poisoning, is caused by 
a very stubborn bacteria. 
They 
will not grow in 
salt 
solutions 
when more than 9 per cent of salt 
is present. They are destroyed by 
processing a 212 degrees F. if the 
solution is sufficiently acid. With 
beans, corn, peas, beets, and oth­ 
er non-acid vegetables and meats
